A PLACE  FOR  IDEAS 

Innovative  ideas  abound  at  the 
Reynolds-Alberta  Museum.  Here 
curators  and  educators  co-ordinate  their 
efforts  and  focus  their  attention  on 
serving  the  needs  and  interests  of  people 
who  come  to  enjoy  and  learn. 

One  of  these  innovative  ideas  is  the 
Museum's  FOSTER  WHEELS  program 
which  was  successfully  initiated  in  1987 
when  Mr.  Hank  Colborne,  a Wetaskiwin 
General  Motors  Dealership  owner, 
restored  a 1927  LaSalle  coupe.  Only 
months  after  the  restoration  was 
complete  the  vehicle  could  be  seen  in 
use  on  Wetaskiwin  streets  and  on 
display  in  Mr.  Colborne's  showroom. 
Ultimately,  like  many  other  privately 
restored  items,  it  will  be  on  display  in 
the  museum.

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The  successful  completion  of  this  first 
private  restoration  job  reinforced  the 
Museum  staff's  goal  of  offering 
individuals,  informal  organizations, 
clubs,  and  corporations,  the  opportunity 
to  assist  in  the  massive  and  ongoing  task 
of  conserving  and  restoring  selected 
historic  items  from  the  Museum 
collection. 


Like  the  1927  LaSalle,  these  restored 
pieces  will  then  be  put  on  display  in  the 
Museum's  main  gallery  and,  where 
appropriate,  actively  used  by  both  the 
"foster  parent"  participant  and  Museum 
staff  in  public  demonstrations  and 
parades  beyond  the  museum  walls.

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HOW  TO  PARTICIPATE  IN 
FOSTER  WHEELS 

Any  individual,  group,  club  or  corporate 
sponsor  may  participate  in  the  FOSTER 
WHEELS  program.  Applications  to  the 
program  are  evaluated  by  one  of  three 
Technical  Sub-Committees  which  are 
established  by,  and  report  to,  a 
voluntary  Museum  Advisory  Board 
appointed  by  the  provincial  Minister  of 
Culture  and  Multiculturalism.  These 
panels  of  volunteers  make  every  effort 
to  adapt  the  program  to  meet  the  needs 
of  participants.  Each  of  these 
Sub-Committees  is  responsible  for  one 
of  three  specific  theme  areas  within  the 
FOSTER  WHEELS  program. 

Following  are  examples  of  the  types  of 
items  that  are  available  for  sponsorship 
restoration  in  each  of  these  three  theme 
areas.

• become  eligible  for  using  the  re- 
stored item  for  a set  period  of  time 
and/or  at  a particular  event  as 
agreed  upon  by  the  Sponsor  and  the 
appropriate  Technical  Sub- 
Committee; 

• be  recognized  within  the  Museum 
on  the  Sponsor's  Wall  of  Honour  for 
their  contributions  to  preserving  a 


• funding  in  support  of  restoration 

• workspace  in  which  a restoration 
can  be  carried  out 

• tools  and  equipment  in  support  of 
restoration  efforts 

• materials  and  supplies  as  deemed 
appropriate 

• or  any  other  contribution  as  deemed 
appropriate 
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part  of  Alberta's  heritage; 

• whenever  possible,  be  recognized  in 
conjunction  with  the  display  of  the 
restored  item  in  the  museum  gal- 
lery.
